He did a great deal  to- 
wards the founding of the Ontario 
Coll of Pharmacy, and was its 
presicgent for two years. In 1882 he 
became Public Analyst for Western 
Ontario, and Professor in the Medi- 
cal Maculty of the Western Univers 
ity of London. Ms assisted in found- 
ing the Entomological Society of On- 
tario, was its president 1833-6, and 
edited the “fanadian Entomologist" 
for thirteen years.. Some ol his 
henors are President of the Ontario 
Fruit Growers’ Association, Pres- 
ident of the Biological Sectiow of the 
Reyal Society of Ontario, Fellow of 
the American Association for the Ad- 
yarcement of Science, Member of the 
4m titan For siry Assoliat on, Mem- 
ber of the Agricultural Commission 
of Ontario, Fellow of Rseyal Micros- 
eopical Society of London, Fellow of 
Entomological Soclety of London, a 
Ccrresponding Member of the Ameri- 
can Entomological Society and of the 
Reyal Botanic Society, London. He

But, even if the Orange 
Free State and Transvaal oliicials 
agreed to peace terms, it would he 
necessary for both republics to call 
a general meeting of the command- 
ers, and submit the proposals to the 
burghers, before they could be sub- 
mitted to Lord Kitchener.

Hon. Mr. Fitzpatrick on Great 
Transportation Question. 


QUEBEC CITIZENS HONOR HIM 


A Non-Poljtical Banquet Which Was 2 
Moat Succossful Affair—How Canada’s 
Products Are Taxed—Cheap Trans- 

portation More Important to 
Canada Than Fas’ ~ravsport- 


ation—St. Lawrence Noute. 


Quebec, April 1.—The non-political 
banquet by the citizens of Quebec 
to Hon, Chas, Fitzpatrick, Minister 
of Justico, at the Garrison Club Inst 
night, was a most successful affair, 
amongst those present, in addition 
to tke guest, being Col. Wilson, 
Commandant of Quebec and President 
of tho club; Mayor and Premier 
Parent, Solicitor - General Carroll, 
Mossrs. Wm. Power, M.P. for Que- 
bec West; A. Malouin, M.P. for Que- 
bec Centre; Talbot, M.P. for Belle- 
chasse, and Hon. L. P. Pelletier. 

Mr. Vitzpatrick made a most im- 
portant speech. After referring in a 
sympathetic manner to the death of 
Hon. R. R. Dobell and of ex-Mayor 


Fremont, formerly M.P. for the 
County of Quebec, he plunged into 
tho groat question of Canada's 


transportation, showing that, though 
it cost the Canadian farmers a mil- 
lion dollars a year more than it did 
their American competitors to trans~ 
port their dairy, live stock and ag- 
ricultural produce to the seaboard, 
yet the exports of this class of pro- 
duce from the Dominion during the 
last five years had increased at the 
average rate of a million dollars a 
year. JTIe dealt fully with the prob- 
lem confronting this country of re 
ducing the cost of transportation to 
a minimum, Te contended that it 
Was necessary to make the naviga- 
tion of the St, Lawrence as safe to 
shippers as the  s{reets of London 
were to waylarers, and entered into 
details of the methods to be adopt- 
ed for removing what he called the 
national curse of extra marine in- 
surance, citing in support of his ar- 
gument a recent statement by Mr, 
Reford of Montreal that it cost ev- 
ery steamer coming to the St. Law- 
(ence $5,000 a trip more than if she 
went to an American port. We 
urged that cheap transportation was 
a more important problem to Can- 
ada than fast transportation, yet 
he declared that the inauguration in 
the near fulure of a fast line of 
sleameérs between Quebec and Liver- 
pool was as mech an assured fact 
us the rising of Lo-norrow’s sun, or 


as the construction of the hali-com- 
pleted Quebee bridge, which he was 
vidistiled for promising a couple of 
years ago. We dilated upon the ad-* 
vantages that must flow to the 


Whole of Canada from the early com- 
pletion of the Quehes bridge, from 
the establishment of elevators at 
Quebec by the Wolvin syndicate from 
Buffalo, from the Great Northern 
and South Shore Railways, and also 
from the proposed _trans-Canada 
railway, whith was destined to open 
up the rich agricultural country of 
northern Quebec and of the Peace 
River Valley. Referring to the Chi- 
nese wall of exclusion established to 
the south of us by our American 
neighbors, he» said. there would be 
no whining in Canada, but that 
Canadians with their back set frm 
to the wall had only to grind their 


teeth against foreign exactions and 
turn to the world’s other markets. | 
he time had gone by when Quebec 


viewed these matters in any narrow, 
parochial spirit. What we want, 
he added, is to make the St. Law- 
rence route perfectly safe for naviga- 
tion from the Straits of Belle Isle 
to Fort William.

Pretoria, Transvaal Colony, March 
28.—About 1,500 Boers, under De 
larey, Liebenberg, Kemp and Wol- 
marans, were within the area of Lord 
Kitcheuer’s latest move, but  al- 
though surprised by the rapidity dis- 
played by the Dritjsh troops, gaps 
in the Iatter’s lines enabled most of 
tho burghers  {o escape. The Boer 
prisoners totalled 179 men, including 
Commandant Tf. Kruger and ex- 


| Landrost Necthling of Krugersdorp. 


From the first prisoners captured, 
it was learned that Gen, Delarey 
himself was outside the actual  cor- 
don, having slept some distanco west- 
ward. But Liebenberg, Kemp and 
other Boer commanders were inside 
the column of troops. 

The first body, consisting of about 
500 Boers, sighted at 10 o'clock in 
the morning, March 24, retreated at 
fll speed, making for a gap between 


the British columns. A race for the 
opening ensued, 
British mounted infantry, which 


had already ridden upwards of fifty 
miles, pressed their tired horses un- 


til they gave oul, when the men 
Jumped off and raced forward on 
fuot. Some of the mounted men, 


however, were able to gallop right 
into the gap just ahead of the burgh- 
ers, whom they met with a warm 
fire. 

These troops also succeeded in driv- 
ing back another body of 300 Boers, 
who were forced to desert the 


guns 
they had captured from the Von 
Donop convoy in February. The 
Boers tried to get through several 


openings, but on each occasion were 
forced to double back, until they ub 
timately found a gap and passed out 
of the British lines within sight of 
Klerksdorp. Night fell before the 
pursuing columns could overtake the 
Boers. 

Five Canadians, who fell out — of 
their column and tried to work their 
Way back, were surrounded by a 
Boer force, and made a splendid de- 
fence. But finally seeing their case 
was hopeless, four of the Canadians 
surrendered. The fifth, however, 
dignantly refused to throw down his 
arms, and continued a singlehanded 
fight until he Was killed. his Was 
regarded as one of the most inter- 
esting events of the day. 

An instance of the resourcefulness 
of the Boers was given by Lieben- 
berg and several hundred men; Tak- 
ing advantage of the confusion of 
the drive, he and his followers as- 
sumed a formation similar to that of 


@ British column, and, moving close 


to one of the numerous gaps in the 
British lines, succeeded in reaching 
this opening before their ruse was de- 
tected, and got safely away. 

The guns captured from Von Don- 


op’s convoy were brilliantly recaptur- 


ed by the Scottish Horse, who charg- 
ed up to the muzzles of the artillery 
and rode the Boer gunners off their 
feet before the latter had a chance 
to fire.

BUFFALO AND CLOTHES MOTHS, 
BLACK BEETLES, COCKROACHES. 


— 


Annoying Visitors Dreaded by House- 
keopers—How to Drive Them Away. 
At a recent meeting of Juelph 

Horticultural Society ona of tLe 
speakers deliyered am address on the 
subject, “Domestic Insects Affecting: 
Hovse Property and Comfort.” Ono 
ef our lady subscribers having ap- 
pealed to us lor & remedy eUNSE 
cockroaches, we publish the speaker's 
remarks in the hope that they wo 
bonelit otbers as wolls 

Of the first class of thesa pasty 18 
the buffalo moths or beetles. As to 
remedies to prevent thelr ravages, 
the speaker said they usually enler- 
ed hoases in spring, aud were lound 
in carpets Just below windows. ‘Th 
housecleaning the carpets should ne 
{akon up and thoroughly beaten, Af- 
tomwards some bengine should by 
poured over the carpot. (his would 
not injure the carpets aud) would de- 
stroy all thoso insects. If not con- 
yonjent to take up the earpets, tirke 
a, towal dipped in water, lay it, over 
ths edges of the carpet, and prose & 
hol lrov over it. (he steam produced 
py the heat will Kill all tho insects. 
Ciacks should bo filled up with plas- 
ter of paris, easily poured in when 
mixed with a little water. Purty 
served the same purpose, but was bol 
so easily Liundied, 

The “moths” also get into closets, 
trunks, ete. Dieces of Mannel may 
be latd ou the top of the contents 
of trunks, the buffalo motha get into 
into these and may be easily removed. 
Chests should be filled pretty avell 
to the top, avd wade as air-ught 
ag possible. Do get rid of all risk of 
moths, take a saucer, lay it on the 
tun of the clothes, pour m a smal 
quantity of bisuyphide of carbon, then 
shut the box tightly and leave it, 
‘he earbon bisulphide was very yola- 
tile, and the vapor is very hea 
This vepor sank ana gradually went 
all ¢hrough the box, psnetrated evory 
part of it and killed every lying 
thing. In using tbe bisulpaide mau- 
tion must be used, as it is very in- 
flimmalls and exp’osive. The vottte 
should not be opened near a light or 


fire. Otherwise there will ba a 
“blow-up.” In the open air, or in a 
room where a dratt is blowing 


through, would be tha best place. 
Tho fumes should be dispersed so as 
not to do any harm, When blankets 
were put in boxes the carbon Disul- 
plide should be used. 

Clothes moths were similar im char- 
acter te the buffalo moths, and the 
same remedies would apply to both. 
One plan often adcopted was ta put 
th»-clothing 10 cold storage, A tem- 
perature of forty degrees served to 
keep the moths dormant. Chrystals 
ef paplthaleno sprinkled over the 
clethes kept out moths and prevent- 
ed them Jaying eggs. All druggists 
kept it. 

Rlack beetles or cockroaches are 
apother pest that infest some kit- 


chens, especially camp ones. They 
are disgusting in appearance and 
spoil food by erceping over it. Pow- 


dered borax is very ellective, plac- 
ed wherever these insects ara found. 
The foundation of fighting those in- 
seots was cleanliness. Smoking them 
cut Js another remedy. Pyrethrum 
powder should bs got, a Jittte placed 
In a saucer, and the room tightly 
closed up. The pyrethrum shoald be 
jit just before the inmates of the 
house go to bed, and by the morning 
the roaches and other insects woula 
all be destroyed. Another way of 
smcking was to get some gunpowder, 
make some squibs and allow these 
to burn slowly, filling the room with 
yapor, which penetrated every ere- 
yice. ‘Traps might bo set for the in- 
sects by placing some sweet sub- 
stance in a bow. If lithe sticks 
were placed leading up to this, tha 
reaches would go up the sticks ana 
fall into the liquid inside, from’ which 
they could not escape.

At the opening of the Housa 
Sir Richard Cartwright made a spir- 
ited reply to some charges mato by 
Mr. Bell, that he had misquoted from 
a Public document.

A. B. Kemp, R. FP. Sutherland (Ls- 
sex), Edward Hackett gnd Henri 
Bourassa. Mr. Bourassa adjourned 
the debate.. 

Sir Riehard Cartwright, 


On the opening of the House 
Richard COprtwright rose to maka 
a personal explanation in reference 
to a charge by Mr. A. C. Bell that 
ho had misquoted the Statistical 
Year Book. Ho said: I did not 
expose tho matter yesterday after- 
noon, becauso I wanted to see 
how far stupidity and party spite 
would drive these gentlemen, and I 
also wanted to see that they should 
be so committed that there could 
be no possible quibbling, and no 
possible wriggling out of the  posi- 
tion in which they placed them- 
selves. I will proceed briefly to give 
the House ‘the authority on which 


Sir 


I made the statements with respect 
to what appears in tho Statistical 
Year Book for the year 1889. The 


FHfouso will recollect that I have 
used certain estimates of the popu- 
lation of Canady in the course of my 
yemarks on the budget, and I stated 
that those had deen derived 
from the Statistical Year Book of 
the year 1889. The House will also 
recollect that yesterday it was stat- 
ed fn this House that these figures 
were not to be found in the Statis- 
tical Year Book, that other fig- 
ures were given, and a long  deduc- 
tion was made therefrom. Sir, I 
have here the Statistical Year Bool 
for 1889. On page 116 of this va- 
luable and veracious document will 
be found the following statement : 
“In the fiscal year ending the 
830th of June, 1887, the estimated 
population of Canada is given at 
4,875,005 souls,”’ Immediately 
thereafter, for the fiscal year 1888, 
the population is given at 4,972,101, 
and for 1889 the population is 
given at 5,075,555. Sir, that is 
enough in itself, but there is more 
also. I stated besides, that theso 
hon. gentlemen, at least the prede- 
cessors of these hon. gentlemen,had 
carried out the calculation, at any 
rate as regards one year, and that 
they had produced the result of 
showing that in 1890 or there- 
about the population estimated by 


them for Canada would exceed 
5,200,000. Ihave here the trade 
and navigation tables for the year 
1890, counter-signed by Sir Mac- 


kenzie Bowell, then Minister of Ous- 
toms, under date of Dec. 29, 1890. 
In it the total duty collected for 
customs is put down as $24,014,- 


908. On the opposite paze you will 
find the amount of customs dutics 
paid per head of the population put 
down at $4.60. You will further 
find at the bottom of tho page this 
statement: ‘Tho calculations in 
this column are based on the  esti- 


mated population of the Dominion 
in each year, as published by the 
Department of Agriculture, and sta- 
tistics in the S(atistical Year Book. 
Seo page 116 and 180 of that book 
for 1889, the figures this year haov- 
ing been corrected to correspond 
with thoso in the said Statistical 
Year Book.’’ Now, I suppose it 
would be possible for these hon, 
gentlemen to go through the pro- 
found arithmetical calculation of 
dividing $24,014,908 by $4.60, and 
if they do, they will find in tho 
quotient that the estimated popu- 
lation of Canada by the customs re- 
turns and the Statistical Year Book 
amounted to 5,220,682, Sir, I 
leave the House to say who has 
falsified the statements in the Year 
Book.

Ottawa, March 31.—This being a 
Government holiday, the customs 
houses will be closed. The accounts 
of the month were made up Satur- 
day. The revenue for March is there- 
fore not for the full period of 31 


days, a8 was the case last year. 
This makes the betterment which 
has occurred all the more gratify- 
ing. 


The customs revenue for the nine 
months ending yesterday was $23,- 
598,608, as against $21,640,015 for 
the same period of last year, show- 
ing on increase of $1,958,592. For 
the month of March the revenue was 
$2,923,898, as against $2,640,234 
for the same month in 1901, being 
an advance of $283,162. 

It is estimated from present indi- 
cations that the revenue for _ the 
present fiscal year will be $31,500,- 
000, o8 against $29,100,000 for the 
previous 12 months. The continued 
increase of revenue is such as to 
give the liveliest grounds for satis- 
faction. 

speculation as to Adjournment. 


When the House reassembles on 
Tuesday Mr. Gus Porter, Conserva- 
tive member for West Hastings, will 
resume the debate on the budget. 
The debate may possibly be conclud- 
ed on Friday evening, but there is a 
likelihood of it going over till next 
week. Many of the members enter- 
tain the idea that there will be a 
revision of the tariff next session, 
and so are taking advantage of the 
present debate to put themselves on 


record. Opinions difier as to when 
the session will close. In  soine 
quarters it is thought that the 


House will prorogue early in May, 
but not a few members are of opin- 
jon that business will not be wound 
up till the 28rd of that month. At 
present there seems to be no good 
reason why the session should be 
prolonged until the latter date. 
Once the budget is ended the sup- 
plementary estimates will be 
brought down, and there will doubt- 
less be railway subsidies and one or 


two Government measures. There 
are, of course, numerous private 
bills awaiting legislution, but in 


five weeks from now the Parliament- 
ary slate should be wiped pretly 
clean. 


THE LEGISLATURE DISSOLVED. 


Ninth Parliament of Ontario Ends 


Though Lapse of Time. 


Toronto, March 981.—Dissolution 
came to the ninth Parliament of the 
Ontario Legislature on Saturday by 
lapse of time, and none of its nine- 
ty-four members may now write M. 
P.P. after his name. The provision 
of the act of 1901, extending the life 
of the House in case the Legislature 
should be in session on the 29th of 
March of this year,was not taken 
advantage of, as the House had con- 
cluded its business two weeks pre- 
viously. No intimation has been 
given as to the date of the elections 
but from the recent statement of 
Premier Ross and the activity of 
both parties it is unlikely that much 
time will be lost in issuing the writs. 

Promier Ross will probably de 
liver an important speech at New- 
market on Friday afternoon in con- 
nection with the North York Liberal 
convention.

RUSSIA AND CHINA AGBBE, 


Early Signioz of Manchurian Conventien 
Is Now Expected, 


London, March 29.—The Pekin cor- 
respondent of The Times cables that 
Paul Lessar, the Russian Minister to 
China and Prince Ching, President of 
the Chinese Foreign Office, have 
agreed upon the main conditions of 
the Manchurian convention, and that 
the early signing of the agreement {is 
expected. 

The evacuation of three provinces 
is to be carried out in three succes- 
sive periods of six months from the 
signing of the convention. Various 
vague conditions, such as ‘‘if the 
state of the country permits,’ are 
to be excluded from the agreement. 
It is stipulated that the convention 
be ratified within three months from 
the day it is signed. 

The Times’ correspondent says fur- 
ther that China is inclined to agree 
to Germany’s demand for the exten- 
sion of the railway from Tsinan Fu, 
in Shan Tung Province, across the 
Grand Canal at Te Chan to Ching

AN OBJECTION TO THE REFERENDUM, 


A special objection urged by some 
extreme Prohibitionists against the 
Referendum is that some 215,000 
yotes will have to be polled by the 
supporters of the Manitoba act, 
whilo the opponevts need not poll a 
single vote. All the work aud worry 
—all tbe trouble avd expense — 18 
drown upon the Pronibiliontsts. The 
enus of getting out a certain vote 


for the act la thrown upon them; 
and oppouents need not cast a vote. 

No scheme that could be devised 
—even by the Angel Gabriel—would 
suit all classes and satisfy every- 
body. We urderstanu the Prohibi- 
tionists could haye had a majority 
vote—say 60 per cent.—but they 
baulked at it; they would not accept 
anything more than a bare majority. 
Tho old and wise beads among them 
have publicly declared that it would 
be unwise and dangerous to enter 
upon so Important a ehange with- 
out the support of a decided mayor- 
ity, varylng from 60 per cent. up- 
wards.

There should be enough to line the 
whole route that the King will take 
on his way to Westminster Abbey, 
which, it svill be observed from the 
recent decision of the Coronation 
Committea, {s to be by the shorter 
courso of the Mall, the Horse 
Guards, the Whitehall, while guards, 
composed exclusively of colonial 
troops, will be stationed at different 
places along the route to turn out 
and salute His Majesty as he passes. 

Colonial sentiment in London is 
delighted with the tact and catholic- 
ity shown in the selection, and it is 
confidently expected that the list 
will give general pleasure, more par- 
dependencies 
which might conceivably have feared 
that in such a large scheme their 
claims would be overlooked. 

There is no doubt that arrange- 
ments are in progress to give the col- 
onial representatives the warmest 
welcome in this country, and there 
is little chance of any hitch, such 
as arose through the misunderstand- 
ings, in an isolated case or two, on 
the occasion of the jubilee. There is 
only a fear that the colonials may 
be overwhelmed with courtesies and 
kindnesses. Certain it is that the 
War Office, which can, when it likes, 
munage these matters with remark- 
able tact and ability, is doing its 
best to secure a welcome for one 
and all of the colonials, no matter 
their race or origin, which will leave 
an ineradicable recollection of how 
they were received in London at the 
King's coronation.

The first 
letter fs written from the steam- 
ship Himloya at Marseille on March 
26, and contains the account of a 
conversation which Mr. Mulock hed 
with Lord Strathcona while in Lon- 
don. This conversation and the 
subsequent correspondence covers a 
number of subjects. 

On May 20 Mr. Mulock writes 
from Melbourne, where Mr. Mulocky 
talked with Premicr Barton. 

On May 28 Mr. Mulock submitted 
to Mr. Barton a written proposition, 
containing the following suggestions: 

(1) Absolute free trade between the 
two countries, excepting in respect 
to liquors, tobaccos, and, perhaps, 
a few other named articles. 

(2) Free trade in respect to an en- 
umerated list. 

(3) Reciprocal free trade on a pre- 
ferential basis, except as to articles 
mentioned in proposition No. 1. 

(4) Reciprocal trade on a preferen- 
tial basis in respect to an enumerat- 
ed list. 

(5) Freo trade in respect of an en- 
umerated lst, and also reciprocal 
trade on a preferential basis {n re- 
spect to an enumerated list. 

He also reviews his letter to 
Wilfrid in regard to ocean lines.

The columns 
started from Commando Drift, on 
the Vaal River, and traveled Tapidly 
all night, and at dawn March 24 oc 
cupied positions glong the line from 
Coramando Drift to the Lichtenburg 
blockhouse line. 

“The troops moyed rapi dly east- 
werd, keeping a continuous line, with 
the object of driving the enemy 
against the blockhouses or forcing an 
action. The result has not yet been 
fully reported. Kekewich's column, 
after the commencement of the ac- 
tion, captured three fifteen-pounders, 
twWo pom-poms, nine prisoners, and a 
hundred mules, carts and wagons.

The life of the Ontario Logislatura 
expined last Saturday, avd an early 
anoouncement is looked for of the 
dato cf the election which must ne- 
cessarily follow yery soon. Intica- 
tions point to ity belug held in the 
last week of May or early in June, so 
that from this time [orward the 
neighboring province wil ving with 
the nvige of battle. Mr. Whitney. 49 
leader of the conservative party 10 
the Provinee, has already made ar- 
rangements for a series of meetings 
at the principal cenlres ol popula- 
tlan, and je may suppose that, de- 
spite his severe bereavement, Mr. 
Rose will also take to the platform. 
Indeed, if the issue could be determin- 
ed by a trial of ability un tha part 
ef the two leaders, both’ present on 
the same platform, the result would 
probably be very agreeable to Mr. 
Ress, who has scarcely an equal in 
Canada in the art of platform »ra- 
tory. Mr. Wlutney kuows that very 
well, and js not at all likely ta inyite 
comparisons, The liberal administca- 
ia net pearly so strong in this re- 
spect, however, as it was in a for- 
mer period, svhen Mr. Ross, Mev. 
Hardy, Mr. Fraser and Mr. Pardee 
made a debuting team perhaps never 
equalled in Ontario. Sir Oliver 
Mcwat could eafely impose upon such 
an aggregation any fask that miglit 
suggest ilseli. In (he present Legis- 
lature Mr. Ross has a considerably 
greater reputation thas any other 
wember of it, although Mr. Har- 
court and Mr. Dryden are excellent 
debaters, aud Mr. Latelford and Mr. 
Stratton are likely to give a good 
account of themselves in this first 
geveral election since they were tak- 
en into the cabinet, Mr. Pattullo, 
also, though not in the cabinet, is 
looming up ag a figuro of provincial 
importance. Gp! the other hand Mr. 
Whituey stands almost alone. Hiw 
priscipal licutenant, Mr. Foy, while 
4 man of undoubted ability, is not 
of the sort to become a popular fig- 
ure, and Mr. Carecallen, the only 
other man of parta upon whom Mr. 
Whituey can count, ie considerably 
diecr.dited in his home section aid 
unkpown elsewhere. So far as con- 
cerns the personal element, there- 
{cre, the liberals have much the bet- 
ter of the argument.

Rhodes provides for the establish- 
ment of colonial scholarships, as pre- 
viously announced, and two Ameri- 
can scholarships to each of the pres- 
ent States and Territories of the Un- 
ited States.

Tho will of Mr. Rhodes also pro- 
vides for five scholarships for  stu- 
dents of German birth at Oxford, 


to bo nominated by Emperor | Wil- 
liam, and, commenting on the  be- 
quest, Mr. Rhodes, ina codicil tele- 
graphed from South Africa, said: 
“Yor a good understanding between 


England, Germany and the United 
States will securo the peace of the 


world and educational relations form 
the strongest tie.’’ 

All the Rhodes scholarships. Amer- 
ican, Colonial ond German, are at 
Oxford. 

My. Rhodes’ will is a remarkable 
and voluminous document, It was ex- 
ecuted in 1899. Thero is a codicil at- 
tached on the day of the deceased's 
last departure from England, and an- 
other, cabled from Capo Town, leaves 
£4,000 yearly to keep up the spot 
in the Matoppo Hills, where his body 


is to be buried. The wil! further di- 
rects that a railroad extension be 
made into the Matoppo Ifills, so 
that visitors may go there at the 


week-end to inspect the majesty and 
glory of their surroundings. 
Mr. Rhodes explicitly says he is to 


be buried in an aperture cut in the 
solid rock, surmounted by a brass 
tablet, bearing the words: 

“Were lie tho remains of Cecil 
John Ithodes."’ 

No one else is to be buried there 


who ‘has not deserved well of his 
country. 

Mr. Rhodes bequeaths all his Jand- 
ed property neav Buluwayo and Sal- 
isbury (both in Matabeleland) to 
trustees, whom he directs to culti- 
vate the land jor the instruction of 
the people of Rhodesia. His celebrat- 
ed country place at Groote Schuur 
(not far from Cape Town), Mr. 
Rhodes leaves as a residence jor the 
“Prime Minister of the Federal Gov- 
ernment of South Africa,’? with 
£100 yearly for its maintenance. 

Mr. Rhodes divides the £100,000 
bequeathed to Oriel College into sev- 
eral funds, indicating concisely how 
he wishes them to be applied, and 
adds this characteristic sentence : 

“And, finally, as college author- 
ities live secluded from the world, 
and so are like children as to com- 
mercial matters, I would advise them 
to consult my trustees regarding the 
investment of these various funds, so 
fav as they would receive great help 
and tance from such advice.’ 

Regarding the American scholar- 
ships, Mr. Rhodes says : 

“Whereas I desire to encourage and 
fester an appreciation of the advant- 
ae@cs which I implicity believe will re- 
¢ from a union of English-speak- 
ing peoples throughout the world 
and to encourage in the students 
from the United States who will 
benefit by these scholarships an at- 
tachment to the country from which 
they have sprung; but, without, I 
hope, withdrawing them or their 
sympathies from the land of their 
adoption or birth,’”’ 

‘The will provides that the execu- 
tors at their discretion delay 
hing any territorial scholar- 
ships until such time as they may 
think fit, but it provides also that 
the territorial scholarships once es- 
tablished shall not lapse upon the 
admission of the territory to state 
hood. 

Another provision is that no stu- 
dent shall be quilified or disqualified 
for election to a scholarship on ac- 
count of race or religious opinion. 

Mr. Rhodes desires that the stu- 
dents should not patronize any par- 
ticular college, but distribute them- 
selves throughout the University. 
Trustees are allowed to suspend or 
remove any scholar at their discre- 
tion. 

Mr. Rhodes expresses the hope that 
the trustees will arrange an annual 
dinner and re-union for all students 
and scholarship graduates who are 
able to attend and invite thereto as 
guests ‘‘persons who have shown 
sympathy with the views expressed 
by me in my will.’’ 

W. T. Stead has written the fol- 
lowing : 

“The will of Cecil Rhodes is in 
every respect worthy of its author. 

“What renders this will of excep- 
tional interest to Americans is the 
fact that it revenls for the first time 
under his hand und seal, that he was 
no mere British Imperialist, but that 
he was essentially a citizen of the 
United States, of the Dnglish-speak- 
ing world. 

“Mi, Rhodes’ first will was made 
in September, 1877, when he was a 
young man of 24. At that time he 
was only beginning to amass the 
wealth which, before he died, had 
made him a multi-millionaire, not in 
dollars, but in pounds slevling. THis 
Inst will was dated July 1, 1899.

DETAILS OF THE FIGHY, 


British Troops Rode Straight 
500 Boors, 


Pretoria, April 6.—Details received 
hero of the rearguard action during 
the night of March 31, between the 
Second Dragoon Guards of Col. Law- 
ley’s column and the Boers, near 
Boschman's Kop, show that a force 
of 200 British, while endeavoring to 
surprise a Boer laager on a dark 
night, rode straight into a force of. 
500 Boers. The Boers were hidden in 
a drift, and opened fire almost under

the legs of the British horses. A 
fiovee hand-to-hand struggle ensued, 
in which both sides freely used the 


butt ends of their rifles. The British 
regained the ridge they had just left, 
and commenced gq rearguard action. 

In the meantime, a strong force of 
Boers had barred the road of the 
British camp. The coming of  day- 
light enabled Col. Lawley to see 
that the Guards were hard pressed, 


and he despatched reinforcements, 
With two guns, to their assistanco, 
| The reinforcements soon compelled 


the Boers to retreat. 

The Guards had a very hard fight, 
and were ordered to retire by squad- 
rons, The Boers disputed every inch 
j Of the road with the Guards, and 
continually attempted to rush them, 
shouting ‘“‘hands up.’’ At each suc- 
cessive position taken up, the Brit- 
ish appeared in diminished numbers, 
for as it grew lighter the aim of the 
Boers improved proportionately. 

The foilowing Incident of the fight- 
ing is reported: 

Commandant Pretorius, who was 
captured the previous day In a Cape 
cart, was in charge of some national 
scouts. The scouts rode into a party 
of Boers dressed ib khaki, supposing 
them to be British troops. The Boers 
opened fire, and Pretorius escaped 
in the confusion.

Protecting the Jumbermar. 


The same principle, which bas been 
found to wark so well in connection 
with building and machinery con- 
tracts was in 1891 extended to a 
large class of employees, who had pre- 
yoously suffered considerably from 
losing their carnings, the result of tha 
hardest of Inbor, owing to the dishon- 
esty or business misfortunes of their 
employers. Under the provizions of 
the Woodman'a Lien for Wages Act. 
passed in that year, any person per- 
formimg labor or service in connec- 
tvon with logs or timber in the Dis- 
trects of Algoma, Thunder Bay and 
Rainy River, were given a first lien 
or charge on the timber, which took 
precedence of every other clatm, ex- 
cept for money due the Grown.

FOR THE CORONATIONS. 


Goveroment Will Send 24 OMleers aad 
580 N.C.O, and Men, 


Ottawa, April 7.—The Canadian 
Government will send about 24 of- 
ficers, including surgeons, and 580 
non-commissioned officers and men as 
o contingent to the coronation cere- 
monies. Thay will leaye Quebec on 
the Parisian on June 7, and return 
on tho Tunfslan, sailing from Liver- 
pool on July 8. Tho contingent is the 
moximum number asked for by the 
Imperial authorities. The War Office 
will provide 800 horses, and it is 
taken for granted that these will be 
for artillery and cavalry. The con- 
tingent will consist of units from 
every branch of the Canadian mili- 
tary service, including the Northwest 
Mounted Police. Nothing has been 
definitely settled in regard to the 
commanding officer. The Minister 
of Militia’s idea in the organization 
of the contingent is to have a body 
of men that will convey a fair idea 
of what the Canadian active militia 
is like, No undue prominence will 
be given to the permanent force or 
to any special class of officers. 


Canada at the Coronation. 

London, April 7.—The Mail says: 
The High Commissioner for Canada 
has received authority from the Do- 
minion Government to offer to those 
in charge of the decoration of the 
streets of London on the occasion of 
the coronation festivities an arch 
emblematic of the resources and de- 
velopment of Canada. 

It is understood that the formal 
proposal on behalf of the Ottawa 
Cabinet will come before the City 
Council of Westminster immediately 
after the holidays, and that it will 
probably be accepted. The offer, it 
appears, has grown out of the sug- 
westions which have been made from 
to time by the archilects who have 
been outlining a form of decoration 
in which the colonies could be repre- 
sented, and Canada decidedly objects 
to being represented by snow-capped 
mountains and blocks of ice.

London, April 5.—The War Office 
yesterday afternoon issued an official 
stutement of the facts in regard to 
the Australians sentenced for murder- 
ing Boer prisoners os follows : 


“The Bushyeldt Carbincers, who 
were recruited in South Africa, but 
included other colonials, were em- 
Ployed in July and August in the 
wildest part of the Transvaal, 80 
miles northeast of Pietersburg, and 


took a certain number of prisoners, 
Gravo irregularities on the part of 
certain officers of the corps came to 
the knowledgo of tho military au- 
thorilies in October, and an exhaus- | 
tive investigation was ordered by 
Lord Witchener. As a result of the 
enquiry fivo officers were tried by 
court-martial at Pietersburg, in 
January last, and were found guilty 
as principals or accessories of 12 
tourders. 

“Licuts. Hancock and Morant were 
sentenced to death, which was car- 
ried out. hese officers wero also 
charged with the murder of the Rev. 
Ifesse. Although there was 
strong suspicion that they commit- 
ted the murder, the evidence was not 
considered sufficient to justify their 
conviction. 

“Lieut. Witton was found guilty of 
murder, and was sentenced to death, 
but there were mitigating circum- 
stances, and the sentence was com- 
muted to life imprisonment at penal 
servitude. 

“Lieut, Picton was found guilty of 
manslaughter, and was cashiered. 

“Major Lenahan, commanding the 
Carbineers, who became aware of 
the crimes subsequent to their com- 
mittal, was conyicted of culpablo 
negligence to report¥them, ond was 
ordered home to Australia, his di- | 
miss@l being unncessary, owing to | 
the disbandment of the corps. 

“No doubt exists as to the guilt 
of the accused, whose plea, in exten- | 
uation, that a number of their corps 
were ill-treated by the Boers, was 
not susthined by the evidence at the 
trial. The sentences were such a3 
would havo been inflicted on any of- 
ficers similarly guilty.’

The Other side ofthe Story. 


London, April 4—Lieut. Witton, 
one of the Australians sentenced to 
life imprisonment at penal servitude 
al the same time that the Australi- 
an officers were sentenced to death, 
for shooting and robbing Boers who 
were traveling to Pietersburg with 
the object of surrendering, has ar- 
rived in England to serve his sen- 
tence. He gives an account of the 
affair as follows = 

“One of their (the Australian) of- 
ficers, had been murdered by Boers. 
Shortly afterwards the Australians 
captured a number of Boers, includ- 
ing one wearing the uniform of the 
murdered officer. They immediately 
held a drumhead court martial, found 
the man guilty, and ordered him to 
be shot. Wor this the Australians 
were arrested in October and tried 
by court martial. ‘Their sentences, 
after revision by the Imperial Goy- 
eriiment, were communicated to them 
in February. Two of the Australians 
were shot.”

cathedral. The streets were Hned by 
troops, who saluted the passing cor- 
tege. The pall-hearers were: Dr. Jam- 
eson, Sir John Gordon Sprigg, the 
Premier of Cape Colony, and six 
others. The chief monrner was Col. 
Frank Rhodes, who walked alone 
and bare-headed, followed by the 
other brothers of the deceased and 
resentatives of Lord Milner, the 
sritish High Commissioner, and Sir 
Walter Healy-Iutchinson, the Gover- 
nor and Commander-in-chief of the 
Cape of Good Hope.

We-haye been 
over a& good dea} of country patroll- 
ing and building blockhouses, scrap- 
pire now and they, making a few 
prisoners, bringing in refugees, burn- i 
ing houses, ete. Our troop, you 
know, is less than one hundred strong 
with about sixty men available for 
duty, and we haye captured about 
thirty boevs and lek several more 
with four casualtivs to ourselyes. We 
have a good deal of night patrolling 
to do, I haye spent many a night in 
the saddle only to find nothing in 
the merning. Still that is the way 
iwe made our captures. 

Wo have been mounted, at Jenst 
some, ever since we started; my 
herse unfortunately died a couple of 
weeks ago. We lost half of our 
horses in January from horee sick- 
Lees, a disease peculiar to this eli- 
mate, We are nearing the end of 
Summer and the mott of the fruit 1s 
ripe. The weather is not as hot as 
might be expected in vhis latitnde, 
The worst feature of this country 
in summen le the facility witht which 
it can rain irrespective of whether 
you are under cover or not. 

You ask me if we have a chaplain, 
Perhaps you will be surprised to hear 
that I have not seen one in the cour- 
try yet, and ag for Sunday, it is Ilke 
any other day, except when in camp. 
Trench digging and blockiousa 
building goes on irregpeative of any- 
thing, in fact it is necessary. In 
camp on Sunday when tlere is noth- 
ing else to do, no barb-wire entangzle- 
ments to make, or no trenches to dic, 
perhaps the Officer Commanding will 
line us up ond read a part of the 
Church of England service and wind 
up with the national anthem, every 
man fully armed and incidentally, it 
is wade ‘the occasion of rifle inspee- 
tion.

ago, lag almost pystomatically de- 
celyed his customers but cheated lus 
employers by taking orders for good 
irees 1p their name, aod filios them 
with worlbloss stock purchased elsc- 
where, There is on record the story 
of a farmer buying some 
eciong of most choice ¢ 
apples which prove to be nothing 
bot an excellent specimen of the bal- 
som poplar tree. In the matter of 
rape vines such chenting is notori- 
cus, Farmers cannot be too cautious 
in making such purchases, as they 
net only encourage franl, but ma- 
terially injure their own interest by 
displaying a lack of it. Jf they are 
noteofficicntiy posted in agriculture 
to Judge for themselves they can al- 
WaYA protect themselves by buying 
of ony firm save those of acknow- 
ledged repute, and then directly, and 
not from the allege’ travellers.

Some of the most interesting chap- 
ters in the volume refer to the trials 
of tha early educationists and their 
schools, and we make a few extracts 
for; purposes of comparlmon.

Mo, Edmund &. Harrison, ex-tn- 
spector of Public Common Sciwols in 
Middlesex County, glyes the follow- 
ing breezy sketch of his early exper 
ences and condition of things in gen- 
eal;

had the authorities not refused to 
hand over the remains. William Gil- 


; leon, nephow of deceased, came into 


town early yesterday morning with 
Coroner HH. Wesley’s burial certifi- 
cate, issued during the progress of 
the inquest at the Royal Hotel on 
Thursday afternoon, but something 
hud apparently transpired in the 
meantime, for the town undertaker 


had received explicit orders to  ye- 
tain the remaivs until after tho  in- 
vestigation is concluded next  Mon- 


day. he decision of the coroner, 
which made a postponement of the 
funeral necessary, was arrived at in 
conference with Acting Crown At- 
torney W. I, Maw and Chief of Pol- 
{ce Savage, who has the case in hand. 
All tho officials are anxious that the 
fullest possible enquiry may be’mado 
into Fowler's death, 

The report of the autopsy on tho 
Lody of Mowler, mace by Dr. James 
Worrest of Mount Albert, has been 
mado public, and is casing no end 
of talk bere. The report goes fully 
into the condition of the remains af- 
ter the skeleton of deceased had been 


removed from the marsh land to New- t 


market. Tho bones of both hands and 
wrists, {ho breast ang right collar 
bones aro broken and a Parl of the 
latter member is also missing. Tn ad- 
dition to the other defects in the 
skeleton, a bone in the.upper right 
arm is missing, There is absolutely 
no trace of any injury to the skull 
however. Some of the ends of bones 
or soft structure show signs of de- 
cay, but these are plainly disting- 
uishable, the doctors Say, from what 
are believed to be fractures. An at- 
tempt will be made by the authori- 
ties to account for the supposed frac- 
tures, and the absence of several of 
the bones. It is understood that 
the remains will this week be sent to 
an eminent pathologist of 
who will be asked to give his opin- 
jon as to how such defects in a skel- 
eton might be brought about. 

Chief Savage has taken charge of 
decensed’s boots, the peculiar shape 
of which afforded ample proof that 
the remains were those of William 
Mowiler. Bach boot has a red mari 
on it, but whether it is Paint or 
blood, the authorities are unable to 
determine.

Relatives of the dead man are di 
posed to accept the theory of suicide, 
They say Towler’s mind had become

by the effects of several accidents 
According to the stories, Fowler had 
many miraculous escapes from death. 
Twice he was kicked by a horse and 
twice he fell from the top of a grist 
mill, On another occasion he was run 
over by a wagon and had his scalp 
torn off, and Soon afterwards was 
struck by a sledge hammer 
injuries and old age, his friends say, 
syere more than suficient to cause 
him to act strangely at intervals.

LINDSAY SCHOOL PUPILS OPEN UP 
A CORRESPONDENCE 


With Pupils inthe United States and 
Foreign Lands—Great Interest Tak- 
en in the New Departure. 

Following out a spggestion made st a 
meeting of educationists at Baffalo last 
year, which he attended, Mr, N, F. Black, 
of our Public School staff, has interested 
a number ci his pupils in a plan by means 
of which they exchange Jettera with the 
school children of other lands. The in- 
terchange of ideas snd compariaon of 
methods cannot fail) to do good and will 
likely serve to impress more firmly upon 
the minds of all the many points in which 
our system of educatien excels the sys- 
tems in vogue in other countries. 

In all about 60 letters have been writ- 
ten to the head girls in leading schools in 
a number of the States of the Union, 
France, England, Germany, Egypt, Rue 
sia, Turkey, etc. They are forwarded to 
Prominent educationists and to British 
Consuls for delivery. Below we print a 
letter received a short time ogo in reply 
t) one sent to a young lady in Russia : 

Moseow, Russia, 
Mareh 12th, (0.8) 

Dear Miss Meta Migdleton,— 

Mr, Groye, the British (onsul here, 
has given me your letter and has ask- 
ed me to answer it, although’ I can- 
not say! that TD am’ a school girl, Dut 
as I only finished school a, short 
time azo I can tell you all you want 
to know. Most of the English ehild- 
ren here haye teachers at home, ant 
they, of course, know yery little 
abont the schools. I went to one of 
the largest schools here; between 
three and four hundred girls attend 
ed it..Dhere are two preparatory 
classes and then seyen classes in the 
school itself. One is supposed to pass 
through one class a year; every 
sprmg there are yery serious exmme. 
in every class, which are great or 
deals for the girls, as Direstors of 
Schools and other important person- 
ages in the educational world here 
are present and sometimes examine. 
If you receive sufficiently good marks: 
at these examinations you pass on 
into the next class, but no ong isal- 
lowed to remain wore than two years 
iy cno class; if they do not pass 
after the second year they haye to 
leave the school. 

Mhese exams take place in aay, | 
and thes come the eummer holidays: 


these are Jong on account of the 
gveat heat—they last till September. 
The dust and heat are so great in 
toyyn har: the summer that all 
but the poorest leave town for some 
country place nearby. The Russiang

this is fine delight. They spend the 
Ereater part of the day around the 
tea table, The “samover” is in 
seldom taken a\yay, and here they 
enjoy themselves drinking cup alter 
cup of tea and eating jam and sweeta 
Bathing takes up a, good deal of tha 
time, too. for Russians stroll down 
threes cr four times a day for a bath 
in the riyer, the water of which is 
quite tepid in the summer. We Eng- 
lish’ also leave Moscow, but although 
the heat is intense we manage to get 
ia a, good deal of tennis, croquet and 
cycling, althongh the roads are yery 
bad for the wheel. f 
I can't say that the Russian scliool- 
BiTl gets a good time In reereation 
hours. Nothing is done by the 
échooi authoritiqs to promote games 
and sports. and during the breaks at 
échool tho girls wander listlessly 
Tound ip twos aud threes, chatting 
or readiug ; ne running is allowed and 
any game is instantly suppressed. 
The school hours are from 9 o'clock 
till twelve, with a break of ten min- 
utes cach hour, then half an hour 
for Juncli and Isssons again from 
12.50 till two o’elock. All the elder 
girls haye from {three to four hours’ 
home preparation to do, so that they 
ars oot left much time for sports 
or recreation of apy kind 
You ask for information about Rus 
6l005 ivi general, their dress and ens 
toma in ¢oS=P=1- Dhis is such’ a side 
éubject that it is diffienit fo know 
whait to tell you. Peasant life will 
probably interest yon. I inclose a 
little photo I took of some huts. 
They are quite typical, ballt very 
simply, wilh! trees sawn in half, with 
the rounded part placed onteide and 
tow in betweer and thatched with’ 
alrayy, they present a very pictor- 
esque appearatce. Generally they 
consist of ove room, in the middle 
of which stands a huge stoye; in the 
Winter the whole family sleep on it 
Russians loye hot, stuffy rooms and 
great \yearmth, so they emjoy the 
heat of this stove. They sleep in 
their thick sheepskins, which they 
Sometimes keep on for weeks. One 
corner of the hut is filled with ikons 
and on entering the peasant always 
turns first to the holy corner and 
crosses himscli. Tacit meal consista 
mostly of cabbage soup (schtchi) and 
black breasl, They all eat from’ one 
bowl, so ths quickest eater cets the 
best of it, devidedly. ; i

London, April 19—The QGovern- 


"ment feader, A, J, Halfour, in the 


House of Commons yesterday made 
the following important’ statement : 

“Miter vo conferences et ween 
Lord Milner and Lord Kitchener and 
the Boer delegates at Pretoria, Lord 
Kitchener, while yefusing to grant 
an armist on military grounds, 
has agreed to give facilities for the 
election and meeting of representa- 
tives of the various Boer commands 
to consider the position. The Boer 
leaders have, therefore, left Pretoria, 
to carry out this plan,’’ 

Mr. Balfour added that jt was not 
expected that  communieatfon be- 
fiveen the British puthorities and the 
Boer leaders could he resumed jn less 
than three weeks’ time, 

Mr, Balfour's statement made 
fenerally favorable impression. Tt 
is felt among the members of the 
(fouse of Commons that the action 
of the Boer leaders demonstrated 
that, at any rate, a majority of the 
delegates favor the acceptance of the 
suggested British peace terms, The 
submission of the question to a pleb- 
iscile of the burghers necording to 
Roer Jaw, which requires the lenders 
of armed forces in the field to take 
the opinion of their followers before 
concluding peace,
